Documents 1 and 2 disclose features wherein time 
slots are divided into transmission time slots and re- 
transmission time slots, and, in cases when there is a re- 
transmission request from the reception station, the 
transmission station re-transmits data using the re- 
transmission time slots. 

Document 3 indicates adaptive modulation and error 
corrections for HSDPA, wherein margin control is conducted 
in order to reduce the amount of reception errors. 

However, documents 1-3 do not disclose the feature 
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of conducting a first scheduling step for scheduling 
packets, including re- transmission packets, and a second 
scheduling step for scheduling the time slots to which re- 
transmission packets were allocated in the aforementioned 
first scheduling step. 
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
